The  Western  Churches  celebrated  it 
on  the  C unday  abiter  the  14th  day 
declaring  i t was  the  commemoration 
of  the  resurrection  of  Jesus. 

The  Council  of  Nicaea  in  325 
decided  in  favor  of  the  Western 
Church  with  the  rule  that  Easter 
Day  is  always  the  first  Sunday  af- 
ter the  full  moon  which  happens  u- 
pon  or  next  after  March  21 (the  be- 
ginning of  the  ecclesiastical  year) 
and  j.f  the  full  moon  happens  upon  a 
Sunday,  Easter  is  the  Sunday  foll- 
owing. 

The  Greek  Church,  which  did  not 
accept  this,  therefore  usually  cel- 
ebrates Easter  on  a different  day 
from  the  Western  Church, 

Popular  observances,  past  and 
present,  connected  with  the  day 
are  innumerable.  The  use  of  eggs 
is  one  of  the  highest  antiquity, 
the  egg  having  once  been  consider- 
ed a symbol  of  resurrection. 

Easter  fires  formerly  celebrated 
the  triumph  of  spring  over  winter. 
Some  of  the  medieval  customs  were 
quaint,  such  as  that  in  several 
French  cathedrals  of  a solemn  game 
of  ba.ll  played  by  bishops,  canons 
and  other  dignitaries.' 

Another  symbol  of  Easter  Sunday 
is  the  growing  of  Easter  lilies, 
a very  beautiful  flower  and  all  o- 
ver  the  country,  impressive  Easter 
sunrise  services  are  held,  attend- 
ed by  thousands  of  persons.

Robert  Tyre  Jones, 
Jr. , the  greatest  gol- 
fer that  ever  lived, 
was  born  at  Atlanta, 

Ga. , in  the  year  1902. 
He  was  the  winner  of 
the  British  Open  Golf 
Championship  in  1926 
and  1927,  the  first  am- 
ateur to  win  it  since 
1897.  He  lost  his  ama- 
teur championship  in 
the  United  States  in 
1926,  but  regained  it 
in  1927,  1928  and  1930. 
He  won  the  British  Am- 
ateur Golf  Champion- 
ship in  1930  and  the
